This cost, in-
cluding the district's share in the
cost of the outfall sewer  and
screening plant, will averd®&e about
21 cents for each $100 .of assesscd
valuation a year, until ﬂ\e retire-
ment of the bonds.

The engineer's report points out
that Torrance alone of all the
cities in fhe district now has a
local sewage disposal system. The
engineer, however, stresses the
fact that already the amount of
sewage to be disposed of in Tor-
rance makes absorption at. the
sewer farm extremely gifficult in
wet wedther.
